grew. I sent the rings from San 
DJpgo. Calif., and subsequently re- 
turned to Kansas to claim my 
bride. That was about 20 months 
aro. In the meantime, Mark was 
born.

Both men said the Americans 


who turned down repatriation were 
hated because they had turned in- 
former for the Reds. 


"We had quite a bit of that." 


said Cpl. Tommie Hampton of Chi- 
cago. He said one "stool pigeon" 
had been killed by fellow prison- 
ers. 


"Scared" To Return 


Cpl. Thomas Murray of Balti- 


more, Md., who spent 32 months 
in a Red stockade, said definitely 
he knew of eight Americans who 
turned down a. chance to return 
to freedom because "they were 
scared to come back." 


He said bitterly of one: 
"He was a rat, a. squealer. If he 


came across th« line I doubt if 
he would have lived to get here at 
Inchon." 


Murray said prisoners called the 


eight "progressives'," or Red sym- 
pathizers, but he didn't think that 
was why they refused repartiation. 


"I believe they were talked into 


it for the sole reason that they 
were scared to come back," the 
23-year-old Murray said. 


Kn*>w of F-ight 


Murray Friday told newsmen he 


knew of seven Americans who re- 
fused 
repatriation, but t o d a y 


changed the figure to eight. He 
said he had miscounted. 


He said six were white and two 


Negroes. 


Another POW, Cpl. Roosevelt 


Powell, jr.. 25, of Okmulgee,' Okla., 
said he and Leach knew the same 
three Americans who refused re- 
patriation. 


"They tried hard to get infor- 


mation," Powell said, "and we 
tned to keep it from them." 


Others of the 90 Americans, in- 


cluding SO Negroes, who

back Saturday from North Korean

Tho United States reported to the 


United Nations late Friday that 
J5 U. N. members with troops in 
Korea have signed with the United 
States a declaration warning the 
Communists that if they violate 
armistice the U. N. countries will 
fight—and the fight—probably will 
icach beyond the boundaries of 
Korea. 


Although 
two signers. Britain 


and Canada, made it clear they 
were not committing themselves 
in advance to strike at Red China 
itself, the declaration raised such 
a possibility if Chinese forces were 
again involved with North Koreans 
in a drive "to conquer all Korea. 
In the past the U. S. allies were 
strongly opposed to any military 
action directly against Red China 
on the ground it might set off 
World War 711.

Time to Start 
Pruning Plants 


By HENRY FREE 


Every garden enthusiast has at 


some season attempted to propa- 
gate cuttings for a favorite rose, 
flower, tree or shrub. Some have 
met with failure and some with a 
surprising measute of success. 


However, since experience has 


taught that the majority of cut- 
tings root best when taken during 
August, I suggest waiting until 
then. 


Magnolias 
possess a nobility 


which few flowering trees can 
equal. There is not one that is not 
.worthy of planting in the small 
yard or garden. One of the most 
useful 
i<? ccmmonrirg to bloom 


now. and in my opinion, is the best 
of them all. 


Magnolia virgimana. Sweet Bay. 


has bright green leaves with glaii- 
cus undei parts. The cameha-hke, 
fragrant snow-white flowers, two 
to three inches across, are pro- 
duced from midsummer until au- 
tumn. This magnolia begins flow- 
ering while quite small. A dandy 
small tree for a semishady loca- 
tion—but plant in spring near the 
house so you can enjoy its real 
beauty. 


It is the piactice at the New 


York Botanical Garden to begin 
piuning- its climbing roses some- 
time in August. With the exception 
of such lampant types as Dr. \V. 
Van Fleet, theie is usually enough 
new wood at this time to" wan ant 
cutting out all of last year's wood. 


Five or six new canes aie se- 


lected and strongly tied with string 
to the poles 01 supports. As many 
as eight or 10 bands often are 
used. No loose ends of branches- 
are left to switch m the winds dur- 
ing the winter. With such a meth- 
od of pruning they have no tiouble 
in keeping down mildew and black- 
fpot. 


Caie of peonies is impoitant to 


next year's bloom. Cut off diied 
blooms and feed with complete, 
balanced plant food such as 4-12-4 
fertilizer. During the summer peo- 
nies form their growing eyes for 
•next year, and this lequires effort 
which can be supported only by 
the right kind of plant food. Dah- 
lias, 
roses, asters, 
chrysanthe- 


mums and other autumn bloomers 
will appreciate feeding at this 
time. 


We must remember tfte neces- 


sity for mulching the earth around 
rhododendrons in summer as well 
as in winter. Rhododendron roots 
grow veiy close to the surface. 
They aie easily destroyed by cul- 
tivation, and they suffer from the 
hot rays of the sun. 


The pioper way in which to 


keep these plants in good" health 
is to maintain permanent mulch 
the year-round. 
The best mulch 


consists of forest leaves, but if 
leaves cannot be obtained, peat 
moss is a valuable substitute. 


Rhododendrons 
w h i c h 
have 


floweied should have the old blos- 
som heads removed. 
This uork 


should be done with care so that 
none of the new growth is broken 
off.

Knowland Faces Stiff Test in 


Critical Year Ahead 


No one need envy too much the new permanent senate 


majority leader. Republican William F. Knowland of Cali- 


_ _ fornia. He has his work cut out for him. 


So long as Senator Taft was alive, Knowland was in- 


• 'vested with something of the Ohioan's great personal author- 


ity when he spoke as leader. That large, comforting assur- 


'' "ance is gone now. and Knowland is on his own. 


Ahead of him next year, a critical election season in 


which GOP control of the senate will be on the block, are 
such crusty problems as tax reduction, a new farm program, 
postal rate increases, a new foreign trade policy covering tar 
iffs, extension of social security, possible Taft-Hartley re- 
vision, statehood for Hawaii, and a possible Korean peace 


""'treaty.

All these issues were deferred in 1953. Yet it took every 


bit of Taft's parliamentary skill and influence to get key 
part* of the president's relatively modest initial program past 
the senate. 


There were many reasons why. Every one of them 


might obtain in 1954 as it did this "time. First, Republican 
control is razor-thin. Even assuming perfect accord on the 


'1 "issues, nearly 100 per cent attendance would be needed to 


keep command at all times. 


But in practice, the GOP never had accord, any more 


than the Democrats before them. Right-wing Republicans 
showed no more sympathy for the president's programs than 
those of his Democratic predecessors. By tremendous effort. 
Taft managed to pull some of them into the camp now and 


'""then, but seldom if ever did he get them all. 


Consequently, the administration was dependent on 


Democratic votes to get important bills through. Since in 
.. 1954 the issues will be tougher and the intra-party tensions 
• perhaps greater, that dependence may actually be increasec 


.when congress returns. Knowland took note of the prospect 
••by bowing acknowledgment to the Democrats when he as 
sumed his permanent leadership post.

Lastly, President Eisenhower applied a theory of presi- 


1 dential power that tended to leave congress largely to its owi 
- devices. He allowed himself to be. in effect, a congressman's 
. idea of a president. Inevitably this- greatly enlarged Taft's 
; difficulties; a factional strife intensified without White House 
- leverage to minimize it. Only reluctantly, and then some 
; times at great cost, did Mr. Eisenhower use the authority a 
• his command. 
t 
In the new situation, the president may feel compcllec 


to exercise this huge power more frequently and more tell 
. ingly. He may do this personally, or through some agent 
^ wise in the ways of politics and legislatures. 


But \vhether he does or not. the majority leadership now 


l_and in 1954 is sure to provide a stiff test of.Senator Know-

.. range of viewpoints, for dealing with the opposition, for sheer

Ordinary building brick is used

The materials is 
shaped, folded over the brick, and 
tacked into place. 


This forms a base on which you 


can pin fabrics to anchor them and 
thus make it easier to work on 
thorn. It is good for keeping cloth 
firm, for example, to pin horns, 
make lap seams, etc. A brick also 
allows the seamstress to sit up 
straighter and keep her work flat 
on the table rather than in her 
lap.
